THE RAID STEIN WAY. 

The strike in New York has at 
reached a critical point. On Saturday, 
strikers agreed to meet in force, prodeed 
to the piano fnctories of Steinway & Co., 
expel men who are at, work there, and, 
perhaps, gut and destroy the establish- 
meut, for nobody can tell what a mob may 
nat do. This induces considerations which 
akifess themeelves toall classes of people. 
The strike was for eight hours of labor per 
day at the same wages that had been paid 
for ten hours. The proprietors refused 

The workmen were exercising a right 
which all men possess, of determining the 
number of hours that they will work per 
day, and the precise sum, or amount of 
money, for which they will exchange their 
labor. The resort to a strike, by one or 
more, te enforce these demands, is of itself 
nowrong, notwithstanding, in a majirity 
of cases, it may be foolish and expensive. 
The fact that these men have the right to 
refuse to work more than eight hours per 
day, or for less than a sum of money per

day designated by themselves, 
entries with it the right of all 
other men, and each for himself, to deter- 


mine that he will work ten or any other 


wages he can, get. The two rights stand 
upon the same footing. One cannot exist 
withont the other, One cannot be agspiled! 
Without assailing the other, and both must 
stand and fall tegether. | 

The right of the 5440 men now employed 
at Steinway's to work ten hours a day, or 
any other number of hours, for the best 
wages they can get, is so distinctly and un- 
questionably beyond all interference by 


law, or by any person whatever, that 
it needs only to be stated 
to be understood and conceded. The 


striking workmen4n New York, therefore’ 
when they undertook to drive the non- 
atrikers {fom their work, undertook ta 
violate one of the fundamental prperples 
of personal freedom, without which all 
workingmen will be slaves. That poticy 


is not the policy of freemén,—it is one of 
the worst features of Communism, fot 
which the American mind is not prepared, 


and to the embrace of which it will pot be 
coerced. To club a man because he labors 
for the most wages he can get, is an act of 
cruelty and despotism, bevend all extenu- 
ation; it is a blow at the rights of, work! 
ingmen, which, instead of being approved, 
should be indignautly repudiated by every 
workingman in the United States, and is, 
we think, pretty generally repudiated by 
the workingmen of Chicago. | 
The demagogués who have been prgan- 
izing what thy call the Werkingtmen's 
party, and seeking to place the numieri- 
cally few skilled workingmen in political 
antagonism to the rest ef the American 
people, have never yet presented to the 
public an intelligent statement of what 
they want. They have had five or six 
“Congresses in this country, and as yet 
have failed to proclaim any distinctive 
measure they require. In Congress, Mr: 
Henry Wilson, and his colleague, Mr, Hoar, 
got up and advocated a bill to appoint 
a Labor Commission, which was ta 
investigate the grievances of these work- 
ingmen, and to report what was to be done 
about Labor and Capital. This bill served 
its purpose to let these gentlemen say fine 
words about fabor and toil, and display 
their sympathy for the hard-handed work- 
ingmen, and then Mr. Wilsen’s political 
friends laid the billon the table, The 
Labor Congresses, which are but annual! 
anctions where cettain men meet to sell 
themselves, and nominally the working 


men, to the politicians, have 
occasionally ventured to say that 
the laborer onght to have 


a larger share of what he prodaces than 
is now afforded hini by Capital; and the 
Philadelphia Convention adopted some 
unmeaning sentences about framing the 
legislation of the country so that there 
may be an equitable division of profits 
bet ween Capital and Labor; but still noth- 
ing is presented that has any other pur- 
pose than to deceive and befog a smal! 
elass of workingmen, and rush them to 
their own destruction, like these mad-eaps 
in New York. ; 
One wrong begets another. Trades- 
Unious are, of themselves, eutirely proper. 
There can be ne objection, legal or moral. 
in any number of men uniting in an or- 
ganization for their common protection 
and support; nor is there any objection to 
their binding themselves not to work more 
than a certain number of hours, and at a 
cermin rute of wages. But the mistake, 
mul sometimes the crime, which these 
Trades-Unidns commit, is in assuming to 
make laws binding upon persons who are 
not members of their bodies. Here they 
exceed their legitimate authority, and 
here is where they’run counter to the 
AWS and to public sentiment, and this is 
Why they fail to enlist any sympathy be- 
yond their own ranks. 

A thousand workmen presenting their ap- 
peal to the publie, that they were worked 


beyond endurance, at starvation prices, 


would enlist publie and produee, 
by the force of indignant pie opinion, 
a change in their condition. But the 
same men, proclaiming their 
ability to support themselves withent 
labor for an indefinite period, and march- 
ing in armed force to stop other men from 
working, and to destroy factories and ma- 
chincxy, excite quite a contrary feeling; 
and popular sympathy is instinetively axr- 
rayed against them. 

The duty of the public authorities in 
New York isa plain one. These mistaken, 
misguided men should be dealt with 
quietly, but firmly. Disorder should be 
prevented, and, if necessary, prevented by 
foree ; but every encouragement should be 
given to that policy which will have them 
return to labor with the least loss of time 
and substance.

The British Counter-Case wholly denies 
that the United States have any ciaims 
whatever agaist Great Britain. It chal- 
lenges the facts set forth in the American 
Case. and disputes its legal propositions; in 
fact. maintains that they have never before 
been seriously asserted; that they have 
never been admitted or recognized by any 
power in Europe or America; that they have 
the support of no publicist of authority; 
that they are unknown in Great Britain, and 
were, up to the time when these claims were

- The Connter-Case squarely charges ns with 
exaggeration, as follows: 

“The British Government is convinced 
that the Arbitrators will not give any sanc 
tion to views of neutral obligation to which 
not even the authority of this Tribunal 
could secure the general assent of. neutral 
payrers. Nay, the British Government is par- 
suaded that these extreme views, though, 
for the sake of argument, they have been 
insisted on in the case of the United States, 
are not thoroughly realized, and would 
never, in practice, be accepted as binding, by 
the Uvwtted States themselves.” 
The Counter-Case pays no attention to the 
claims for consequential damages — treating 
them as plainly excluded from the delibera- 
tions of the Tribunal. 
According to the British Counter-Case, the 
facts as to the Alabama, the Florida, &c., 
are 8s follows: The Alabama was known to 
be adapted by her construction for warlike 
use, ad at the very time of her slipping out 
of port, under the pretence of going on a 
trial-trip, we British Government had ob- 
tained reasonahje ground to believe that she 
was intended for the naval service of the 
Confederate States.

The Copfederate craigers were received 
and treated in the same way as the cruisers 
of the United States by dther foreign powers 
besides England. | 

The Counter Case shows that the United 
States, equally with the Coufederate States, 
resorted to England for necessary supplies of 
arms and (munitions of War, and had their 
agents in Engiand for making purchases, as 
well as fot their financial transactions, and 
for thedidbarsement of money. The wants 
of the Government of the Union appear to 
have been at firsteven more pressing than 
those of its adversaries ; since the Govern: 
ment which preceded that of Mr. Lincoln 
bad removed, it is said, considerable quanti- 
ties of arme from the Northern arsenals to 
those in the Southern States. 


It is stated that, during the civil war, the 
arms and military supplies of all kinds for 
the United States, purchased in England apd 
other neutral countries, ¢xeseded in amount 
the supplies to the Confederate States. Eug- 
land was the principal reliance of the United 
States for these supplies. “ In the sense, 
therefore, in which these expressions are 
used by the Government ofthe United States 
in its Case, that Government had in England 
during the war a brauch of its War Depart- 
ment and a branch of its, Treasury. In the 
sense in which Great Uritaid is said to have 
become the Arsenal and Tregeury of the Con- 
federate States, she became the Arsenal and 
Treasury of the United States.” | 

The American Case aseprts the law to be, 
that a neutral power must use the mort ener- 
gelid measures to discover any purpose of its 
citizens to aid either belligerent, and, apply- 
ing that law to the case of the Alabama, in- 
fers that the British Government was bound 
to find out the intentions of the parties who 
got the vessel ont of port. The British 


| Cognter-Case, on the other hand, contends 


for the rights of neutrals, and argues that, in 
a country which, with tree institutions, 
possesses a large commercial marine and a 
very extensive ship building trade, the diffi- 
culty of preventing enterprises of this nature 
is very great, and that due allow- 
ance must be made N 

As to the assertion that due diligence” 
means a diligence which shall prevent the 
acts in question, the (ounter-Case says: Ot 
all the powers in the world, sach a test 
would most severely condemn the Govern- 
ment-of the United States.” The power 
which now produces this very strict detini- 
tion of due diligenge” is the country 
which has been the prin¢ipal seat and 
source of enterprises such as those for which 
it now seeks to make Great Britain responsi- 
ble. Reference is made to the violations of 
the American Neutrality Law in the wars 
between Portugal and her dependencies ; be- 
tween Spain and her dependencies; the ex- 
peditions ef Lopez against Cuba; Walker's 
expeditions against Mexico and Central 
America the Fenian raids @gainst Canada; 
and the military expeditionsin aid of the 
Cuban inserrection. Not a dollar has ever 
been paid by the United States on decount 
of those illegal operations, The United 
States are now exacting mote than neutral 
powers could safely or rightly concede, and 
much more than has ever been practised by 
the United States thenis¢l ves.” 

The English definition of dus diligence” 
is this: “The duty of preventing the pen 
assembling, within neutral territory, of an 
armed, hostile expedition against a neigh- 
boriag country, is plain aud obvious, and 
requires only a prompt 1 of adequate 
force. But it is otherwise when we come to 
acts of a different class, the criminality of 
which depends on a latent intention? such, 
for example, as the meré procuring, for bel- 
ligerent purposes, from the yards of a neu- 
tral ship-builder, whose ordinary business it 
is to build ships of all kinds for castomers 
of all nations, a vessel with some speci 
adaptation for war. There is nothing in the 
relation of a neutral to a belligerent to cast 
on the former the duty of exercising within 
his own territory a constant and minute es- 
pionage over ordinary transactions of com- 
merce for the protection of the latter. 

“This relation, always onerous to the neu- 

tral, is, at the same time, it must be remem- 

bered, purely involuntary on his part. It is 

forced on him by the quarrels of his neigh- 

bors, in which he has no gern, or by their 

internal discords, when discords break 

out into civil war.” 3
